£20,000 bill for 
moving replica 
Titanic anchor 


Multi-million pound plan rejected after protests 

MOSQUE BID 


£500,000 
of cannabis 
is seized 


Moving a replica of the Titanic anchor just a couple of 
miles from the Black Country Living Museum to the town 
where the original was built will cost the council £22,000,. 

Celebrations were being held in Netherton today to 
mark the 16-ton, 18-ft long anchor’s return. 

Dudley Council says the five-figure bill covers the cost of 
transporting and installing the model in the old market 
place near Netherton Arts Centre. 

The authority had already paid out £20,000 towards the 
£40,000 bill for producing the replica, which was made for 
a programme by Twenty Television and screened on 
Channel Four last year. The remainder of the costs were 
covered by the production company. 

Residents have been campaigning for it to come back to 
the town since it was taken and installed at the museum 
last year. 

Council leader Les Jones said: “The money will go 
towards not only the transportation of the anchor but also 
the installation, displaying it properly and making sure it’s 
safe and won’t fall over.” He said the cash would come from 
capital allocations, for example from Central Dudley Area 
Committee and the Dudley Community Partnership. 


Campaign fails as 
fire station to close 

A Black Country fire station will close as part of moves 
to merge it with a neighbouring site. Halesowen station is 
to be axed despite a campaign to save it. 

The merger of the station with Cradley Heath was first 
agreed two years ago but plans were put on hold amid con¬ 
cerns from the public. 

Over the last few months fire service bosses have revived 
the plans with a consultation launched on a new move to 
also axe one of the two 24-hour crews based at both sta¬ 
tions. Campaigners have been urging the fire service to 
retain both stations as they fear the merger would leave 
the area poorly protected in an emergency. 

However, bosses said they were sticking to their original 
plans. Bosses admitted firefighters would be based in 
either the current Cradley Heath fire station, a new rented 
site or a new purpose-built base. 

It is likely the Halesowen station, Hagley Road, could be 
sold off as part of the move. Fire chiefs have also 
announced that a decision over whether to cut the number 
of crews will be taken in November. 

Meanwhile around 160 jobs have been lost at West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service since the start of a recruitment freeze, 
saving the cash-strapped service almost £7 million. 

Action is demanded 
on ‘poisonous gases’ 

People living in Cradley and Foxcote are breathing in 
potentially “poisonous gases” from traffic as pollution 
levels stay high in heavily congested parts of Dudley 
borough, it has been claimed. 

Dudley Council leaders approved a new Air Quality 
Action Plan at a recent meeting of the cabinet. 

But Councillor Gaye Partridge, for the Cradley and 
Foxcote ward, demanded action on the issue. 

“People in my area are dealing with high levels of poison¬ 
ous gases, basically in their living rooms,” she said. 

“I am looking for a commitment from this council that it 
will not sit on its laurels and allow places like Wordsley, 
Cradley and Netherton to be poisoned.” 

Council leader Les Jones is to ask engineers to examine 
re-instating bus lay-bys along busy roads such as Windmill 
Hill in Cradley to cut congestion and gases.

Multi-million pound plans for a 
mosque and community centre 
along a busy gateway in the Black 
Country have been thrown out 
amid protests from thousands of 
campaigners. 

But the door has been left open for 
Dudley Muslim Association to draw 
up a revised plan and it has been given 
extra three years to submit another 
application for the development. 

It would have been built on the former 
Nuttall factory site, in Hall Street, under 
the controversial £6 million plans, which 
were scaled down by the association in a 
bid to appease protestors. 

The complex would include leisure facil¬ 
ities, open to non-Muslims, as well as two 
cafes, a multi-use sports hall, a gym, a 
nursery and a permanent exhibition of 
Muslim beliefs. 

But Dudley Council planners threw out 
the proposals this week, claiming the 
development would be out of character 
with the medieval features of the town 
including Dudley Castle. 

Concerns 

Concerns over traffic problems and the 
possibility of increased parking issues 
were also raised. 

Speaking after the meeting committee 
chairman, Councillor Colin Wilson, said 
the people of Dudley would have been “dis¬ 
mayed and disillusioned” had the propos¬ 
als gone through. 

However, the association was successful 
in applying to extend the time limit to 
submit another planning application on 
the land within the next three years. And 
spokesman Mushtaq Hussain today said 
the organisation would not rule out appeal¬ 
ing the rejection. 

Police patrolled outside Dudley Council 
House last night as the plans were dis¬ 
cussed in front of around 20 people in the 
public gallery. 

A petition of more than 7,000 signatures 
was handed in during the meeting. The 
legal bill to halt plans for the mosque has 
cost the council £58,378.50. Three peti¬ 
tions opposing it attracted up to 80,000 sig¬ 
natures.

Hundreds of cannabis plants worth up to 
£500,000 have been discovered filling the 
restaurant and back rooms of a former curry 
house in Dudley town centre. 

Forensic teams were were at the empty 
former Shah-Ra Balti in Wolverhampton 
Street, near the junction with Southall’s 
Lane, after officers discovered the factory. 

Sgt John Carey said initial estimates put 
the quantity at around 500 plants - each with 
a yield of around £1,000. 

“It was a fairly sophisticated operation,” he 
said. “They had insulated the walls and 
blocked the windows to keep heat in and stop 
passers-by from spotting what was going on.” 

Upstairs a crop had already been harvested 
and the leaves were being dried ready to be 
bagged and sold. 

Sgt Carey said officers believe anyone at 
the building may have been disturbed and 
fled as they left the door unlocked and they 
were able to get in without forcing entry. 

Traders last week spoke of their shock. 
Fazie Kousar, aged 27, works in Safety Net 
Accident Claims nearby. “It’s a real shock - 
that place has been closed up and empty for a 
long time and we have never noticed anything 
unusual going on,” she said. 

A member of staff at Burgins News nearby, 
who did not wish to be named, said they had 
arrived at around 4.30am and got “the shock 
of their lives”. “As far as we were concerned 
the building was derelict and boarded up. We 
never noticed anything,” he said. “All the cus¬ 
tomers who have come in have commented on 
it and said how surprised they are.” 

Fight leads 
to drug bust 

A fight between a cannabis grower and his 
girlfriend who “didn’t appreciate” him using 
her home to produce the drug, led police to his 
mini-factory, a court heard. 

Thirteen cannabis plants and hydroponic 
equipment was found by police when they 
raided the house where Lee Kerlew, aged 24, 
of Trysull Way, Dudley, had been growing the 
plants. Police responded following calls about 
a domestic incident.Prosecutor Mr Mark 
Cooper told Dudley Magistrates Court last 
week that his girlfriend “didn’t appreciate” 
him installing the small farm in her house, 
and they began to argue. 

Police were called and found the plants and 
equipment. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler handed 
him a 12-month community order, with 16 
hours of unpaid work to be completed. 

Kerlew was also ordered to pay £85 costs.

Dismayed leaders now 
considering an appeal 


Muslim leaders in Dudley have spoken of their disappointment after 
their mosque and community centre plans were thrown out - and said 
they may appeal against the decision. 

Council bosses rejected the plans for the mosque, claiming the £6 million 
development was out of keeping with Dudley’s character. Dudley Muslim Asso¬ 
ciation director Mushtaq Hussain said: “We are very disappointed with the 
refusal because we had discussions with planners from January onwards and 

at no stage did they disagree 
with the design. 

“If we had known at that stage 
then we would have taken 
appropriate action to go along 
with whatever they wanted. The 
board will now consider whether 
we will register an appeal or 
revise the application.” 


Loss of trade 
fear on works 

Traders have voiced fears that roadworks in Dudley 
will mean shoppers will find it difficult to park and 
could lead to a slump in business in the struggling 
town centre. 

Business owners have also claimed they were not 
given enough information about exactly what was 
going to happen at the start of the 18 month project in 
April. Utility company officials set up tents and infor¬ 
mation desks along the town’s High Street this week 
as part of a consultation into the controversial road¬ 
works scheme ongoing in the town. Dudley Council 
officials organised the event to allay fears ahead of the 
next stage of works starting next week. 

Wolverhampton Street will close from next Monday 
until November 30 for works to take place. 

Housewife Alice Dovey, aged 34, of Birmingham 
New Road, Dudley, said: “It is good they held an event 
like this as I know a few people who work in shops 
around here and they were worried about it. 

“Everything is so tough for people at the moment. I 
just hope the roadworks are finished soon because it 
has been awkward trying to park on Stafford Street 
car park when the road keeps getting dug up in differ¬ 
ent places all the time.” 

Trader Alan Caswell, who has long campaigned for 
more parking in the town, said: “I wish the council 
would have considered letting us have more spaces 
back on the old Stone Street square, even if they were 
just disabled spaces. 

“It would just take the pressure off while the works 
are going on.” 

Janet Simpson, who runs Janet’s Hair and Beauty 
Products in Wolverhampton Street, said she had 
already lost trade while work was carried out in 
nearby Stafford Street and she fears it will get worse 
when Wolverhampton Street is shut. 


The association unveiled its 
plans for a mosque in January 
2005 but proposals were with¬ 
drawn that April after more 
than 2,000 objections were sub¬ 
mitted to the council. 

Fresh plans were submitted in 
2007, which were rejected. The 
association won an appeal with 
the condition a full application 
was submitted by July this year. 

Concerns 

Those plans were turned 
down last night after councillors 
expressed concerns that the esti¬ 
mated 750 worshippers would 
overwhelm the proposed 125- 
space car park. 

The committee agreed to 
allow the association another 
three years to come up with a 
revised plan. 

Committee member, council¬ 
lor Margaret Wilson, said the 
site was at the gateway to 
Dudley and would not be in 
keeping with the character of 
the area. 

“There would simply not be 
enough parking on the site,” she 
added. 

Councillor Geoffrey Southall 
said the development would 
have a “negative contribution” 
to the area.

Police in Brierley Hill have 
launched a campaign to stop 
people drinking in the street — 
and have started banning 
them from the area.

Notices will be issued banning 
people from several town centre 
streets if they are spotted acting 
anti-socially.

“This will be decided by the issuing 
officer but it can be anything up to 48 
hours. 

“If they return to the location before 
the agreed time frame they will be 
arrested.” 

A group of around 10 people, ranging 
in age from 20 to 50, have been noticed 
regularly drinking in public in the 
area.

Plans to shake up the 
running of community centres 
in Dudley have been given the 
go-ahead by borough bosses. 

Local authority chiefs discussed 
proposals to give residents and 
volunteer groups the chance to 
take over the day-to-day running 
of some of the council’s 30 centres 
at a meeting of the cabinet on Sep¬ 
tember 14. 

Leader Councillor Les Jones told 
the meeting that there were no plans, 
at this stage, to close any of the 
centres. “Nothing in this report, either 
public or secretly, is about closing 
centres,” he said. “This is a review so 
we know what assets we have got and 
how we can best use them. 

“The reality is there are some dys¬ 
functional centres, where one group of 
the community uses them to the exclu¬ 
sion of everyone else, and we don’t 
want that. I won’t say there will never 
be a community centre closed, as that 
would be silly. Things can change.” 

Questioned 

Opposition councillors questioned 
how the council planned to continue 
supporting community centres, and 
how plans to “cluster” community 
centres would work. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton added: “It 
can be difficult sometimes to get some¬ 
one who is willing, out of the goodness 
of their own heart, to run these 
centres. It’s a huge change to the way 
things are run and it is concerning.” 

It is hoped the move will safeguard 
the future of community centres in the 
area. The cost of maintaining and 
upgrading buildings has soared, with 
previous estimates putting costs at 
£2.6million. 

Speaking after the meeting, adult 
services boss Councillor Lesley Faulk- 
ner said future meetings would put 
the “meat on the bones” of the plans. 

“At the moment this rep-ort simply 
outlines our strategy for the future of 
the cen- tres,” she said. “The detail will 
follow at a later date.”

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Extra checks for council tenants 


People wanting to move into the 
first new council houses to be built in 
Dudley for 20 years are set to be sub¬ 
jected to additional checks before 
being allowed to do so. 

Work is under way at five sites after 
the council secured £4.3 million in 
funding from the Homes and Commu¬ 
nities Agency. 

They include a scheme for a dozen 
homes at Blackthorn Road, Wordsley, 
a 19-property development on a 


former council garage site on Wood 
Road, Lower Gornal, a 22-property 
development on a former council- 
owned plot on Norwood Road, Brock- 
moor, a six-property development on a 
former garage site on Tenacre Lane, 
Upper Gornal, and a 13-property site 
on a garage site and former council 
compound at Woodland Avenue, 
Quarry Bank. 

Council chiefs said if the extra 
checks worked well they could be 


rolled out to include other council 
tenants. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, cabinet 
member for housing, libraries and 
adult learning, said: “Anyone who is 
considered for our new build proper¬ 
ties will be visited at home and have to 
provide references. If these measures 
prove useful, we may extend them to 
other lettings in the future. 

The move was set to be formally given 
the go ahead by Councillor Turner.

Tributes have been paid to a Black 
Country teenager who died of heart 
failure after collapsing on the beach while 
playing football with his family. 

James Lowe, aged 15, of Brierley Hill had 
been on holiday in Devon with his parents 
Chris and Angela and his 12-year-old brother 
Thomas when he was taken ill. 

This photograph, 
released by his family, 
show James and Thomas 
near the beach on holiday 
just days before his col¬ 
lapse. 

Despite the efforts of 
the lifeguards, an off- 
duty doctor, firemen and 
anaesthetist at the 
scene, James died later 
at North Devon Hospital 
in Barnstaple. 

His father Chris, 46, 
said their extended 
family had joined them 
for an extra couple of 
days at the end of their 
traditional summer 
break to Croyde. “We had only been playing football 
on the beach for three or four minutes and he had 
seemed fine running around,” he said. “I remember 
him saying he didn’t want to play any more as he 
appeared to suddenly trip and fall face first onto the 
sand.” 

Muscles 

West Bromwich Albion fan James had been born 
with an undiagnosed genetic syndrome which 
affected the development of his bones and muscles 
and suffered heart problems which saw him make 
regular trips to Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

But despite his mobility problems, Mr Lowe said 
James lived life to the full and was a popular pupil 
at Redhill School in Stourbridge. He had been taking 
golf lessons, enjoyed music and was due to become a 
prefect at school this term. “James always tried so 
hard in everything he did and we are so proud of him 
and the person he had become,” added Mr Lowe, of 
Stamford Road. 

Around 1,000 tributes have been left on the 
website Facebook which Chris says has been com¬ 
forting to the family during the difficult last few 
days. Dozens of condolence cards have also arrived 
at the family home. 

James died on August 28.

Promise on £6m archives centre 


Dudley Council’s leader has vowed 
that a new £6 million centre to house 
the borough’s archives will go ahead. 

But he admits there was no investi¬ 
gation into whether the existing build¬ 
ing could be extended. The new base is 
due to go up on the site of the former 
Royal Brierley Crystal factory in 
Tipton Road near the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

It would replace the present build¬ 
ing at the former Mount Pleasant 
School in Coseley where some cam¬ 


paigners think the documents should 
stay. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has re¬ 
vealed he recently wrote to Councillor 
Les Jones, leader of Dudley Council, 
asking what consideration the auth¬ 
ority had given to extending the exist¬ 
ing site instead of spending a total of 
£13.4 million - the cost of the £6 mill¬ 
ion building plus interest payments on 
the 60-year loan for the project. 

Mr Austin said: “The council has not 
done enough to assess the viability of 


expanding and improving the present 
site at Mount Pleasant. Decisions to 
commit large amounts of taxpayers 
money to projects such as this should 
not be taken lightly. Surely before such 
a large sum of taxpayer’s money is com¬ 
mitted, much more detailed work 
needs to be done to explore this option?” 

But Councillor Jones said: “There is 
no way that the fabric of the building 
at Coseley would be fit for purpose so 
there was no reason to carry out a fea¬ 
sibility study.” 


Family gathers to 
celebrate with Ruby 
who’s ‘100 not out’

Veteran Black Country 
market trader Ruby Allen 
reckons she’s “like the cricket 
-100 and not out” after cele¬ 
brating her own century. 

Ruby, who ran a china stall at 
Dudley Market with her late 
husband, Fred, for four decades, 
has turned 100, but still cooks for 
herself and gets out and about. 
She puts the secret of her long life 
down to “fresh air and hard work”. 

Born Ruby Florence Williams in her 
family home in Prospect Road, Dudley, 
on September 7, 1911, she lived there 
until she married Fred in 1942. 

The couple then ran their china 


stall - a family business dating back to 
1865 - until she retired at the age of 
70. She and Fred then moved to Ispley, 
near Redditch, where she still lives. 

Before leaving Dudley they lived in 
Grainger Street and then New Birm¬ 
ingham Road and they had one son, 
Martyn, who died, aged 52, in 1997. 

Grandchildren 

They have two surviving grandchil¬ 
dren, Katie and Nick, although their 
brother, Christopher, died aged only 
18 in 1991. 

Ruby celebrated her 100th birthday 
with an afternoon tea with 60 friends 
and relatives in Studley, Warwick¬ 
shire, and was thrilled to receive a 
card from the Queen, a telegram from 


Secretary of State for Work and Pen¬ 
sions, Iain Duncan-Smith, and a 
signed photo from the cast of Corona¬ 
tion Street. Corrie is her favourite tel¬ 
evision show and has watched it since 
it started out in black and white 50 
years ago. 

Ruby said: “I’ve lived a clean life and 
couldn’t ever afford to smoke and 
drink. 

“I still feel healthy and happy. It’s 
like the cricket — I’m 100 and not out.” 

Ruby asked for donations instead of 
presents to the Primrose Hospice in 
North Worcestershire and her party 
raised £500. 

She said after the event: “It’s been 
marvellous. I can’t thank all my 
friends enough, they are so kind.” 


Small danger roads to get grit 


Dangerous small roads across 
Worcestershire - previously ignored 
by gritting vans - will be included in 
this year’s rounds in a bid to make 
winter driving conditions safer. 

While previously only main roads 
were gritted, a new policy has been 
introduced meaning any steep, high 
or north-facing roads will also be 
visited. 

Roads which provide a route to 
shops and schools, medical supplies, 
emergency care services or busi¬ 
nesses will also be included. 


The decision, to be discussed at a 
meeting of the county council’s envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny committee on 
Thursday, was made after two consec¬ 
utive severe winters left many 
drivers stranded. 

Cancelled 

December last year was the coldest 
in a century, with temperatures 
plunging to 8F(13C) in parts of the 
West Midlands. 

Trains had to be cancelled due to 
frozen tracks and fuel freezing in its 


tanks, and flights suffered severe 
delays. 

And motorists across the region 
were forced to abandon their vehicles 
at the side of the road after being 
caught in snow drifts. 

A report published ahead of the 
meeting said: “We recommend that 
other roads should be prioritised for 
treatment if they meet certain crite¬ 
ria. 

There is special case for keeping 
routes to schools open and feel this 
should be a priority.”

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Bus station work is ride on time 


Stourbridge’s new £7 million bus 
station is taking shape with work on 
the roofing and main building gather¬ 
ing pace. 

Contractors have been based at the 
Foster Street East complex since the 
old station closed in October. 

Some of the roof panels have now 
been installed on the main building 
and the 60-metre-long retaining wall 
has been completed. 

The new Stourbridge Interchange is 
due to open for passengers next year. 

Transport authority Centro spok¬ 
esman Pete Cameron said: “Work is 
continuing to progress on the redevel¬ 
opment of the new Stourbridge inter¬ 


change and it remains on target to 
open in early 2012. The steelwork 
frames for both buildings and the first 
stage of the roofing for the main build¬ 
ing have now been completed. As the 
project moves forward work will con¬ 
tinue to complete the buildings and 
external works around the site.” 

He added: “The new station will 
provide major improvements for pas¬ 
sengers in Stourbridge and we are 
pleased that the work remains on 
track.” The station will have an im¬ 
proved concourse and electronic time¬ 
table boards as well as help points and 
a public address system. 

A subway linking the town centre 


with the bus station is being extended 
to bring commuters into the middle of 
the station. A shop could also be based 
at the station although transport chiefs 
say nothing has been finalised yet. 

A free shuttle bus has been operat¬ 
ing to and from the town centre while 
work takes place. Passengers have 
been using temporary bus stops set up 
in Birmingham Street, High Street, 
Market Street and Parkfield Road. 

Bosses have been reviewing the 
usage of the shuttle bus, deciding 
every few months whether to keep it 
going. Last month, they announced 
they will keep the shuttle running 
until the development is completed. 


Abusive 
man is hit 
with fine 

A drunk reveller who was 
hit twice with a stun gun 
outside a busy nightclub 
after being abusive to staff 
and police has now been hit 
with a £565 court bill. 

Sean Long, 25, was 
thrown out of Hustlers in 
Dudley after he was found 
with blood pouring from his 
head. 

Long, a security guard, 
tore off his shirt and started 
smearing blood on the walls 
of the club, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates heard. 

After police arrived he 
hurled abuse at an innocent 
bystander outside the King 
Street club and was Tasered 
after trying to bite officers, 
the court heard. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defend¬ 
ing Long, of Tryan Road, 
Nuneaton, said it was 
believed he had been hit 
with a metal bar in the June 
19 incident. 

Long was fined £50 for 
criminal damage, £200 for 
obstructing an officer and 
£150 for using behaviour 
likely to cause fear of vio¬ 
lence. He admitted all 
charges. He was also told to 
pay £150 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 


On paper they are the best 


Bernard Williams has a 
top tip for growing hanging 
baskets like the lush ones 
that grace his house - line 
them with a newspaper. 

Bernard, aged 74, from 
Stourbridge, crunches up 
the pages to hold water and 
provide a moist cocoon for 
the plant’s roots. And he 
reckons it is the best display 
in the area, with the flowers 
growing down to about two 
feet from the floor. 

Bernard, a grandfather of 
four and father of two, has 
three large hanging baskets, 
measuring about 18 inches 
across, around his home in 
Richmond Grove, Wollaston. 

“I’ve had people knocking 
on the door to ask how I get 
them to grow that big,” said 
Bernard, who lives with his 
wife, Janet. 

“I follow Victorian ideas 
to make the best of my 
hanging baskets and line 
them with an old pullover 
instead of moss. I’ve been 
reading the local paper 
since I was 15 and I cut that 
up and layer it half way up 
the basket before putting 
my own compost up the rest. 

“It’s the same as when I 
was at school and we used to 
put a bean into blotting 
paper and watch it grow - 
the paper keeps the roots 
moist. I also don’t plant 
them until after June 1.”

A Stourbridge car company is set 
to expand into Sandwell creating 10 
jobs, under new plans. 

Bosses of Stourbridge Autos have 
bought the site of the former Tim- 
bertrees Nursery in Cradley Heath and 
want to open the new used car sales 
business with workshops and offices. 

The land was earmarked for housing 
before. Proposals outlining the plans have 
been lodged with Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning department. 

The site was among parcels of land sold off 
by cash-strapped Sandwell Council to raise 
money. 

It has been empty for nearly four years 
after pupils moved across to the main school 
site in Valley Road. 

It covers 0.4 acres and was marketed by 
Bigwood Chartered Surveyors, with “poten¬ 
tial for residential development”. 

A planning application submitted to the 
authority states the new plan would create 
six full-time jobs and four part-time jobs. 

Redundant 

A design and access statement which 
accompanies plans from Acp Architecture 
Ltd adds: “Clearly there is a real need within 
the locality to bring this currently redundant 
site back into use to improve the overall 
street scene along Graingers Lane which has 
over more recent years deteriorated, with a 
number of premises now lying empty and 
susceptible to vandalism.” 

The buildings at the site would include two 
offices, staff and toilet facilities, two bays for 
servicing and two for car valeting. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy at Sandwell Council, said: 
“I welcome the investment of new jobs 
coming into the area and I hope that the 
company can work with the authority to be 
able to get it started as quickly as possible. 

“I look forward to seeing what plans are 
made for the site and always welcome any 
investment coming into Sandwell.” 

The old nursery building is fondly remem¬ 
bered in the community. 

It was known as Cradley Heath Nursery 
until 1998 when it became the Timbertrees 
Nursery. The last children moved out in 
August 2007.

Thatcher raises roof at historic club

A £40,000 scheme has been launched 
to re-thatch the roof of a Dudley country 
club using traditional techniques after 
severe weather took its toll. The roof of 
Kingswinford Country Club, in Wall 
Heath, is being painstakingly replaced 
after it was damaged last winter. It is 
the first-time the roof has been re¬ 
thatched in around 60 years. 

Bosses at the country club have 
secured the services of Shrewsbury- 
based master thatcher Paul Draycott to 
carry out the work. 

Hungarian water reed is being used 
to re-thatch the roof - with the work 
expected to take around seven weeks to 
complete. 

Club officials say the five-figure cost 
is a “significant investment” but hope 
the distinctive building will continue to 
be a point of interest in the town. 

General manager Susan Williams 
said: “Originally we intended to move 
away from having a thatched roof and 
have it totally re-tiled instead. 

“We changed our minds after Dudley 
Council told us the roof was of historic 
interest and important as an example of 
this technique.”

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Students in Oxford admissions 


Almost 550 students from the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire have been 
accepted into the University of Oxford 
over the last five years, new figures 
show. 

Numbers released by the educatio¬ 
nal institution under the Freedom Of 
Information Act show 323 pupils from 
B postcode area, which covers Sand- 
well and Birmingham have accepted 
offers between 2006 and 2010. The sta¬ 
tistics also show that 73 youngsters 
living in the DY postcode, which covers 
Dudley and Kidderminster, got in. 

A total of 67 living in the ST post¬ 
code of Stafford and Stoke-On-Trent, 
41 in the WS postcode for Walsall as 


well as Cannock and 44 in the WV 
postcode for Wolverhampton all got in. 

The numbers living in each area 
accepted will differ depending on the 
number of students eligible to apply 
and how many are gaining top A 
grades in their A-levels. 

Spokeswoman for Oxford Univer¬ 
sity, Dr Julia Paolitto, said the univer¬ 
sity was doing all it could to encourage 
pupils from the region to apply. 

“Oxford University strongly encour¬ 
ages anyone with the ability and pot¬ 
ential to succeed to apply - and works 
hard with teachers, schools and stu¬ 
dents to ensure talented students 
across the entire country have the 


information and support to make as 
strong an application as possible. 

“Oxford has a series of very success¬ 
ful regional teachers conferences 
which aim to equip teachers with the 
best possible advice for their students 
on applying to Oxford, and which work 
at breaking down misconceptions that 
might deter students from applying.” 

College chiefs in the region also say 
they have a number of resources on 
hand to encourage students wanting 
to go to university. 

Robert Chapman, of Dudley Coll¬ 
ege, said: “The need to obtain useful 
advice and guidance is much in 
demand by our students.” 


Report on 
domestic 
abuse rates 

More than 3,500 reports 
of domestic violence have 
been logged in Dudley in the 
space of a year. 

New figures show officers 
in the borough recorded 
3,665 incidents during 
2010/2011. Numbers are 
down by 699 or 16 per cent 
on the previous year. 

The information has been 
released through a Dudley 
Council report outlining 
recent developments in do¬ 
mestic abuse policy and ser¬ 
vice provision in the 
borough. The report also 
reveals there are plans for a 
domestic violence refuge to 
be opened in the borough 
next year, with more than 
£4million of investment. 

The report states that in 
2009/2010, 86 per cent of 
victims were female and 14 
per cent were male, and 
says everyone should play a 
part in spotting the signs of 
domestic abuse. 

It said: “Professionals in 
all agencies, whether their 
prime focus is adults or chil¬ 
dren, are in a position to 
identify or receive a disclo¬ 
sure of domestic abuse. They 
should ask direct questions 
and be alert to the signs.” 


A rail treat for school pupils 


Staff, pupils and cleaners 
at a Smethwick school 
headed for a grand day out 
on their own chartered train 
to the Severn Valley 
Railway visitor and educa¬ 
tion centre. 

More than 460 people 
from Victoria Park Primary 
School boarded their own 
exclusive train at Kidder¬ 
minster station. 

The train took them to 
Highley station where they 
spent several hours at the 
visitor and education 
centre. 

They then got back on the 
train to take them back to 
Kidderminster ready for the 
return coach journey to 
school. 

The trip was free and was 
funded by the Ballot Street 
school which will be using 
the day out to the visitor 
centre as the hook to help it 
with all their school work 
during half-term, including 
lessons in maths, English, 
history, geography, science 
and art. 

Headteacher Andrew 
Morrish said: “We wanted to 
organise an event that the 
children would never forget. 

“The Severn Valley 
Railway, with its unique 
steam experience and won¬ 
derful countryside, seemed 
the obvious choice.”

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Second phase on HQ 
is now taking shape 

dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
Wyre Forest District Council’s 
new £10 million headquarters is 
starting to take shape as the 
project enters its second phase. 

Building work started on the site at 
Finepoint Business Park, in Stourport 
Road, Kidderminster, in June and is 
expected to take around a year to com¬ 
plete. 

Workers from Thomas Vale Construction 
have now started a key stage of the develop¬ 
ment, putting up the metal frame. Work on 
the frame started just over a week ago and 
is expected to take another two weeks to 
complete. 

Experts from the construction firm said 
around 300 tons of steel would be used to 
create the frame. 

Pre-cast concrete planks are also being 
installed on the first floor and the ground 
floor is being prepared ready for concrete to 
be laid down. 

This will be the next part of the project 
once the steel frame is complete. 

Opened 

Wyre Forest District Council expect to 
have the new building opened by next 
summer . 

Around 200 council staff will be moved to 
the new headquarters from other council- 
owned or operated offices around the dis¬ 
trict. 

Older buildings owned by the authority 
are expected to be sold off to raise the cash 
for the new development. 

The lease will not be renewed on offices 
currently rented by the authority. 

Plans to create the new council base have 
proved controversial, with some councillors 
concerned the cash could have been spent in 
other areas. 

But the authority says having services 
under one roof will help to save cash. 

The building will include offices for staff, 
along with a new council chamber, public 
meeting rooms and a civic room. 

Council leader Councillor John Campion 
said: “The building is starting to take shape 
now. Work has started on the metal frame so 
everything is progressing well. 

“This is an important stage in the con¬ 
struction project and everything is on 
schedule at the moment.”

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Two pubs 
shut down 
every day 
in the UK

Two pubs are closing in Britain every day, hit 
by tax increases, cheap supermarket promo¬ 
tions and lack of support for licensees. 

A study by the Campaign for Real Ale found huge 
numbers of pubs which are “tied” to a company — so- 
called pubcos — are closing. But non-tied pubs have 
actually seen a rise. Camra said part of the problem 
was that tied pub licensees were prevented from 
buying beer on the open market, having to pay up to 
45 per cent more than their competitors. 

“The number of tied pubs has fallen by 3,216 since 2008 
as the large pub companies have failed to support their 
licensees through tough times,” a new report states. 

“The positive news, reflected in the Good Beer Guide, is 
that the number of free-of-tie pubs actually increased in 
number by 425 over the same period.” 

Scores of pubs in Staffordshire and the West Midlands 
have called last orders in the last year. 

Struggling Staffordshire-based Punch Taverns said 
earlier this year it was offloading almost 3,000 sites to help 
tackle debts of more than £3 million. 

Dispute 

Last month Marston’s was forced to back down in a 
dispute over rising rates at The Folly Inn, a thriving pub 
near Bridgnorth. 

The pub had been due to close at the end of August but 
bosses reviewed charges and it was saved at the 11th hour. 

Roger Protz, of the Good Beer Guide, said: “While many 
tied publicans struggle in the face of high rents and exces¬ 
sive beer prices, free-of-tie owners are faring better with 
the ability to offer greater beer choice, lower prices and a 
better pub environment.” Camra called on the Govern¬ 
ment to introduce free market reforms to help save the 
nation’s pubs. 


Painter, 38, hit 
pub landlord 
with bar stool 

A painter and decorator punched a Stourbridge pub 
landlord before smashing him twice around the back of the 
head with a bar stool. Regular Mark Silk attacked Scott 
Bytheway in a row over his girlfriend. 

Silk believed Mr Bytheway was trying it on with his girl¬ 
friend, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. He was sen¬ 
tenced to nine months in prison, suspended for two years, 
last week. The 38-year-old was also ordered to do 200 hours 
unpaid work and pay court costs of £500. 

The court heard the attack followed a previous bust-up 
at the Old Dial pub after Mr Bytheway offered Silk’s girl¬ 
friend a job there. 

On that occasion Silk, a regular at the pub in Audnam 
for five years, grabbed Mr Bytheway by the collar and 
pushed him against a wall shouting: “If you want her - 
have her”. 

Misunderstanding 

Then on April 30, when Mr Bytheway tried to tell Silk 
there had been a misunderstanding and that he was not 
interested in his girlfriend, the defendant struck him 
before hitting him with the bar stool. 

The victim suffered a bruised eye and a cut on the back 
of his head that needed five stitches. Silk, of Ashwood 
Avenue, Wordsley, pleaded guilty to causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcher, defending, told the court Silk was 
a “decent man” who regretted his actions. 

He said Silk had misread the situation and lashed out 
because he was worried Mr Bytheway was going to hit him. 
He also said his client was now paying for anger manage¬ 
ment sessions. 

“The red mist descended and he lost himself for a few 
short moments,” he said. 

Judge Helen Hughes said: ■'‘Had you simply punched Mr 
Bytheway that would have been bad enough but then to 
pick up a chair and hit him on the head - that takes the 
offence into another category.” 


Horses solution 
to be extended 

A trial which gave police the power to round up stray 
horses from the streets of a Black Country borough 
blighted by the roaming animals looks set to be extended 
for a further six months. Around 45 horses have been col¬ 
lected in the Dudley borough since April. 

Dudley Council is paying the police an undisclosed sum 
to seize strays which are then taken outside the Black 
Country to be rehomed. 

Council bosses said the trial had been successful and it 
is in discussions to continue the service until the end of the 
financial year. 

A special action group has also been set up to consider a 
long-term solution. 

An agreement between Dudley Council and police over 
how to tackle the issue was drawn up in April after council 
officers uncovered a law dating back to the mid-1800s clar¬ 
ifying responsibility. 

Hundreds of reports of animals roaming the streets in 
Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswinford and Coseley have 
been logged with Dudley Council this year.

Attack The Block (15) 

A GANG of hoodies fight 
back when their south 
London council estate comes 
under attack from alien 
invaders in comedian Joe 
Cornish’s directorial debut. 

It's an uneven blend of 
urban drama, dark comedy 
and sci-fi horror but its genre¬ 
bending 88 minutes are so 
fast-paced that it is easy to 
overlook the flaws. 

A gang of teenaged bullies 
mug a nurse (Jodie Whitaker, 
recently seen in Marchlands) 
and as gang leader Moses 
menaces her something 
crashes into a nearby car. 
That something is a small 
alien with big teeth. It is no 
match for Moses, who bru¬ 
tally beats the creature to 
death and then hauls it 
around the estate like a 
trophy. However, a horde of 
big hairy aliens with glow-in- 
the-dark teeth come calling, 
apparently eager for revenge. 

Victim and muggers then 
have to team up to fend off the 
monsters and the almost 
equally dangerous gangster 
Hi-Hatz, who reckons Moses 
(a powerful performance from 
John Boyega that seems to 
belong in a serious drama) is 
trying to take over as crime 
lord. Nick Frost has a comic 
cameo as a drug dealer. 

I reckon many viewers will 
find it hard to sympathise with 
the hoodies, and may even 
root for the aliens, after that 
realistic mugging scene. LB 


Source Code (12) 

THIS high concept sci-fi 
thriller from director 
Duncan Jones - David 
Bowie’s son - stars Jake 
Gyllenhaal as a soldier on 
a mission to find a bomber 
who has blown up a train 
and plans to set off a ‘dirty 
bomb’ in Chicago. 

The twist is that the soldier 
is being implanted into the 
mind of a dead passenger via 
a computer ‘source code’ 
that allows military boffins to 
access the last eight minutes 
of the deceased’s memory... 
over and over again. 

Thus Gyllenhaal’s Colter 
Stevens gets eight-minute 
increments to locate the 
bomb and bomber before all 
ends with a fiery explosion. 
As one member of cast points 
out in the DVD extras, it’s 
Groundhog Day meets 
Speed. 

Despite his mission 
Captain Stevens still finds 
time to engage in a fledgling 
romance with fellow passen¬ 
ger Christina (Michelle Mon¬ 
aghan) which leads to a 
determination to rescue her 
and the other passengers, 
despite the project boss at 
HQ pointing out that ‘source 
code’ is not time travel. 

However, in the ‘real world’ 
time is running out to locate 
the bomb, as the confused 


and suspicious Colter is 
reminded by his link to the 
outside world, Goodwin (ice 
cool Vera Farmiga). 

This becomes a satisfyingly 
cerebral thriller. Alongside 
plenty of action and big bangs 
there are the puzzles of both a 
whodunnit and the mystery of 
Colter’s ‘real world’ location. 
The big question is why Colter 
- whose last memory is of a 
helicopter mission in 
Afghanistan - has been 
chosen for the mission. 

Far-fetched as it is, the 
story is driven by engaging 
leading man Gyllenhaal’s 
conviction and director 
Jones’ visual flair.

The Gears franchise stays suc¬ 
cessful but sticking to what it does 
best, allowing beefcake space 
marines to kick alien butt with an 
array of ridiculously oversized 
weapons.

Taste of the Orient 
from your own plot

Checking out the price of 
bags of oriental greens at the 
various high street supermar¬ 
kets is enough to make most 
gardeners want to grow their 
own. 

You can pay pounds for bags of 
mixed greens which add flavour to 
tangy salads and quick stir-fries, 
but all too often you don’t use the 
whole bag in one sitting, so the 
rest is left in the fridge until it 
turns into an inedible soggy mass. 

It would be so much easier to pick 
the leaves you need straight from your 
garden, so there’s less waste and guar¬ 
anteed freshness. 

With this in mind, Which? Garden¬ 
ing, the Consumers’ Association mag¬ 
azine, tested 14 types of oriental veg to 
see how well they can grow either in 
your vegetable patch or in containers. 

Researchers grew eight leafy veg¬ 
etables in 30cm containers filled with 
peat-free compost. One pot of each was 
treated as a cut-and-come-again crop, 
while a second pot was left to produce 
larger plants. All were sown three 
times - in late March, late May and 
late July. Slower growing veg were 
grown in the ground. 

Cut-and-come-again crops which 
were trialled included mizuna, 
mustard greens and amaranth, while 
other popular veg included pak choi, 
Chinese cabbage and giant radishes. 

Among the easiest and quickest was 
mizuna, which can be added to salads 
and stir fries and is best grown on its 
own as it can swamp other salad 
plants. 

As a baby leaf it produced 300g per 
pot from a March sowing from the first 
cut and 185g from the second cut. 
Summer sowings proved less prolific 
and the young plants were damaged 
by flea beetles. 

The tests found pak choi, which is 
delicious lightly steamed and served 
with garlic and oyster sauce, is easy to 
grow from seed although it’s slower 
than other oriental greens. 

The best results were seen from the 
early sowing but later batches were 
also successful so it’s worth planting 


throughout the summer, although not 
just after midsummer when it will 
bolt. 

Sow 

Chinese cabbage is best allowed to 
grow into a mature plant so it was 
grown in the ground. It was sown into 
small pots in mid-June and planted 
out in July —don’t sow any earlier or it 
will bolt - and forms a dense heart like 
an iceberg lettuce. You’ll need to cover 
it in fine netting to keep caterpillars at 
bay and it may be susceptible to 
mildew and mealy aphid, although the 
outer leaves can be thrown away. In 
the tests, when harvested, each head 
weighed just over lOOg. 

Mustard greens, which have a 
strong, peppery flavour, are also best 
used as a cut-and-come-again crop to 
perk up salads. The most successful 
sowing in the trial was the earliest 
sowing of the large-leaved ‘Red Giant’, 
as later sowings suffered from flea 
beetle damage. Other types worth 
trying are ‘Golden Streaks’ and ‘Green 
Frills’. 

Amaranth, which if allowed to grow 


larger can be cooked like spinach, did 
better from later sowings, producing 
plants up to 25cm tall which didn’t 
attract flea beetles and was less prone 
to bolting. It can also be used as a cut- 
and-come-again crop to add to baby 
leaf salads. 

Among the most impressive- 
looking vegetables were mooli and 
beauty heart radishes. 

Mooli was sown in mid-July, 
thinned to 30cm apart and by late 
August they had produced massive 
white roots weighing up to 750g each 
and are ideally used grated in salads. 

Beauty heart produced large round 
roots with brightly coloured centres, 
sown similarly to mooli. 

Researchers found that the quality 
was variable and concluded that this 
type of radish needs a long, warm 
summer. 

Most of the veg tested are members 
of the cabbage family suffering from 
the same pests, so you have to be vig¬ 
ilant against slugs and snails, flea 
beetles, cabbage white caterpillars 
and mealy aphids.

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All eyes on the German 
stage 
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THERE was no shortage of new cars and tech¬ 
nologies on display at this year’s Frankfurt Motor 
Show. 

And while “green” motoring has finally become a 
mainstream discussion topic, there was more to the 
show than just fuel economy and C02 figures. 

World debuts are the staple diet of shows such as Frank¬ 
furt, and one such debut with strong ties to the UK was 
Honda’s Civic. 

This latest generation family hatch will be built in the 
Japanese firm’s Swindon facility. 

Honda has had a presence in the UKfor some time and the 
Civic is synonymous with the West Country plant. 

Generation 

During the car’s four-year development cycle, Honda engi¬ 
neers concentrated on improving the car’s ride and handling, 
boosting interior cabin quality and overall ambience and, 
crucially, focusing on lowering fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions - the 2.2-litre diesel is now rated at 1 lOg/km C02 for 
example. 

Petrol fans are well served with 1.4 and 1.8-litre units, while 
all engines gain a stop-start feature to further help the car’s 
economy drive. 

Aside from the Civic, another hotly anticipated new model 
is Porsche’s latest generation 911. 

It would be easy to say that it’s the same again from the 
German firm. Certainly, it looks very familiar. 

However, over the years Porsche has worked hard to 
deliver a consistent and familiar look while constantly evolv¬ 
ing the car’s mechanicals. 

And that approach is true for today as it was when the car 
was first launched. 

Sister 

With the ability to achieve the impossible - lower con¬ 
sumption and emissions yet more power - Porsche’s new 
911 is without doubt a considerable step forward for driving 
enthusiasts. 

Slightly increased dimensions, a seven-speed manual 
gearbox to match the car’s seven-speed PDK auto, a 
Panamera-inspired cabin and the promise of harder core, 
faster models in the years to come are the main highlights of 
the model. Staying on a performance theme, the appearance 
of Toyota’s long-awaited new affordable sports car, the FT86, 
should silence all those impatient critics. 

It’s fair to say it’s been a long time coming but, like the LFA 
from sister company Lexus, it should be worth the wait. 

And in partnership with Toyota, Subaru will also be releas¬ 
ing a car from the same platform complete with its trademark 
Boxer engine and, unusually, rear not all-wheel drive. 

If you think waiting just a few years for a sporty new Toyota 
is frustrating, you’re going to need the patience of a saint if 
you plan on hanging around for the next generation Land 
Rover Defender.
